THE HAGUE, NETHERLANDS I In a cautious 
first step toward unlocking 30 years of 
tense relations, senior U.S. diplomat Rich- 
ard Holbrooke had a brief but cordial meet- 
ing with Iran’s deputy foreign minister 
Tuesday at an international conference on 
Afghanistan. 

The rare diplomatic 
approach was the first 
official face-to-face 
interplay between the 
Obama administration 
and the Iranian regime. 

U.S. Secretary of State 
Hillary Rodham Clinton 
cautioned that the talks between Holbrooke 
and Iranian diplomat Mehdi Akhundzadeh 
were promising but not “substantive.”

TERRA BELLA, CALIF. I The salmo- 
nella scare that prompted a blan- 
ket federal warning against eat- 
ing pistachios may have erupted 
because contaminated raw nuts 
were mixed with roasted nuts 
during processing, the company 
at the center of the nationwide 
recall said Tuesday. 

Lee Cohen, the production 
manager for Setton Internation- 
al Foods Inc., said the company 
does not believe pistachios were 
contaminated by a human or ani- 
mal source in its plant. He said 
the company suspects that roast- 
ed pistachios sold to Kraft Foods 
Inc. may have become mixed at 
Setton’s plant with raw nuts that 
could have contained traces of 
the bacteria. 

The pistachios were processed 
at central California-based Set- 
ton Pistachio of Terra Bella Inc., 
which is in the corporate family 
of Commack, N.Y. -based Setton

The FDA said Setton Pista- 
chio, the nation’s second-largest 


pistachio processor, was volun- 
tarily recalling more than 2 mil- 
lion pounds of its roasted nuts 
shipped since last fall. 

“We know that the farm in 
California shipped its products 
to 36 wholesalers,” said Dr. David 
Acheson, assistant commissioner 
for food safety. “But what we don’t 
know yet is what those wholesalers

TRIPOLI, LIBYA I Hundreds were 
feared dead Tuesday in the chilly 
waters of the Mediterranean Sea, 
days after an overcrowded wooden 
fishing boat packed with migrants 
seeking a better life in Europe 
capsized in stormy waters off the 
coast of Libya. 

A few survivors were rescued, 
but authorities pulled 21 bodies 
from the waters, and at least 200 
more were missing after the boat 
capsized Friday. It is believed to be 
the deadliest migrant ship accident 


between North Africa and Europe 
in recent memory, an international 
migration official said. 

Another flimsy vessel with about 
350 migrants aboard was rescued 


about a day later in the same area 
where the fishing boat capsized. 

Thousands of African, Asian 
and Middle Eastern migrants flee- 
ing wars and poverty use North 


About 33,000 

migrants crossed from North Africa 
to the Italian island of Lampedusa in 
2008, according to the International 
Organization for Migration.

PHNOM PENH, CAMBODIA I The 
man accused of being the Khmer 
Rouge’s chief torturer put down his 
prepared speech, removed his eye- 
glasses and gazed at the courtroom 
audience Tuesday as he offered an 
apology to the country he helped 
terrorize three 
decades ago.

Duch, 66, is charged with war 
crimes, crimes against humanity, 
murder and torture for his actions 
under the 1975-79 Khmer Rouge 
regime. 

Duch said Tuesday he tried to 
avoid becoming commander of the 
regime’s main prison, S-21, but he 
feared for his family’s lives if he did 
not carry out his duty to extract 
confessions from supposed ene- 
mies of the regime, grant peck (ap)

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Netanyahu Vows Peace as Israeli PM 


JERUSALEM I Benjamin Netan- 
yahu, taking office as Israel’s new 
leader Tuesday, promised to seek 
“full peace” with the Arab and 
Muslim world, but refused to utter 
the words the world was waiting 
to hear: “Palestinian state.” 

The well-spoken, U.S.-educated 
hawk took pains to portray himself 
as a pragmatist, telling a packed 
parliament that Israel does not 
want to rule the Palestinians. 

“Under the permanent status 
agreement, the Palestinians will 
have all the authority to rule them- 
selves,” Netanyahu said in com- 
ments that appeared to hark back 
to a decades-old notion that peace 
could be achieved through limited 
Palestinian autonomy.

Va. Dropout Rate Nears 9 Percent 


Report says Hispanic 
students leave school 
at highest clip overall 

Nearly 9 percent of Virginia public 
high school students in the class of 
2008 dropped out, according to a 
report from state education offi- 
cials Tuesday. 

In Northern Virginia, Loud- 
oun County had the lowest drop- 
out rate, 3.3 percent. Fairfax Coun- 
ty’s was 5.6 percent. The rate was 
9.4 percent in Arlington County, 10.1 
percent in Prince William County 
and 11.1 percent in Alexandria. 

The data make up the most com- 
plete snapshot of graduation and

dropout rates in the commonwealth 
to date. Students were tracked from 
when they entered high school in 
fall 2004 and followed as they 
moved among school systems and 
in and out of the state. 

The dropout rates were higher 
for Hispanic students than for the 
overall student population. Almost 
20 percent of Hispanic students 
statewide in the class of 2008 
dropped out. Locally, the Hispanic 
dropout rate was 12.5 percent for 
Loudoun schools and 22 percent for 
Fairfax schools. Nearly a quarter of 
Hispanic students dropped out in 
Alexandria, Prince William and

R I C H M 0 N D I While his Democrat- 
ic rivals confined their travels to 
Virginia, gubernatorial candidate 
Terry McAuliffe quietly slipped out 
of Virginia a dozen times in recent 
weeks to attend fundraisers in his 
honor hosted by some of the nation’s 
top Democratic donors. 

McAuliffe, who spent decades 
building a reputation as one of the 
world’s most successful political 
fundraisers, has traveled to New 
York, Hollywood, San Francisco,

Wal- 
green runs 341 Take Care clinics 
in 35 markets across the country, 
including Chicago, Atlanta, Miami 
and Cleveland. 


Free services will be offered 
only from 11 a.m. to 3 p.m. Monday 
through Friday. Walgreen said it 
will not offer free checkups, vacci- 
nations or other injections because 
it is focusing on providing services 
patients might otherwise get at an 
urgent-care center. 

Patients must present proof they 
are unemployed, including a federal 
or state unemployment determina- 
tion letter and an unemployment 
check stub. They will have to sign a 
form at the clinic saying they have 
lost their jobs and health benefits. 
If they find a new job or get new 
health insurance, they will no lon- 
ger be eligible for free care. 

Spouses and children are also 
eligible for free services if they 
don’t have insurance of their 
own.

GM’s CEO: 
Bankruptcy 
Is Possible 

Automaker s top exec 
says more job cuts, 
plant closings needed 

DETROIT I General Motors Corp.’s 
new chief executive said Tues- 
day that more of the automaker’s 
plants could close and bankruptcy 
is “more probable” as GM works to 
meet new, tougher requirements 
for government aid. 

In his first news conference 
as CEO, Fritz Henderson said he 
expects the company would “need 
to take further measures” beyond 
the shuttering of five plants the 
company said would happen in a 
restructuring plan submitted to the 
government last month. GM also is 
likely to offer another buyout pro- 
gram to workers as it looks to cut 
labor costs, Henderson said. 

President Obama said Monday 
that GM’s initial plans to become 
viable didn’t go far enough. He gave 
the company 60 days to make more 
cuts and get more concessions from 
bondholders and unions. 

Henderson said that although 
GM would prefer not to use bank- 
ruptcy protection, it is “certainly 
more probable” than in the past. 

The company, he said, has until 
June 1 to accomplish changes 
sought by the government, or it 
will be in bankruptcy, (ap)

each spring, they celebrate the skinny vegeta- 
ble with Spargelfest. Stage your own tribute 
to the stalks — now making a green scene at 
farmers markets — by steaming, sauteing or 
roasting them. (For the last, plop spears into 
a dish with salt and a few teaspoons of water. 
Bake for 30 minutes in a 450 F oven.) “Aspara- 
gus is versatile,” says Will Artley, chef at Alex- 
andria’s Evening Star Cafe (2000 Mount Ver- 
non Ave.; 703-549-5051).

Volcanoes are slowly 
making Hawaii’s Big 
Island even larger 

ATTRACTIONS I The largest and 
southernmost of the Hawaiian 
islands is shaking, spitting and 
stretching as it slowly expands 
into the ocean. 

You’ll see and feel reminders 
of this almost ever)rwhere during 
your trip to Hawaii Island, which 
most locals call the Big Island. 

On the southern shore, streams 
of lava pour from volcanoes into the 


sea, where they form new land. 

In some areas, you’ll see fields 
of black, cooled lava that have 
poured from Kilauea and Manna 
Loa volcanoes in recent years. 

Sometimes the ground shakes 
as gravity pulls on the accumu- 
lated piles of lava. But don’t let a 
fear of temblors prevent you from 
visiting: The vast majority of these 
earthquakes are far too weak to 
feel. Big earthquakes measuring 
magnitude 6 or more tend to hit

only about once a decade. 

Volcanoes have been central to 
Hawaiian lore for centuries. 

Legend says the volcano god- 
dess Pele dug fire pits as she trav- 
eled from island to island looking 


for a home with her siblings. 

She finally settled at Kilauea’s 
summit, where she lives at Hale- 
maumau crater. It’s said that Pele 
stomps on the floor of her fire pit 
when she wants to summon lava, 
hot rocks, steam and smoke. 

You can see for yourself how 
Pele’s lava is building the Big Island 
if you visit now. Kilauea volcano 
has been erupting simultaneously 
in two places for more than a year, 
something that’s unprecedented in 
200 years of its recorded history, 

Hawaii’s volcanoes are cre- 
ated by an underwater “hot spot” 
where magma from deep inside the 
earth has been poking through the 
earth’s crust for at least 80 million 
years. Few other places on Earth 
have a hot spot forming new land.
